There are inany canscs fur this — 
often it is brouxhl alioiit fruui the fact 
ttuit the Gentiles want the offices, to 
which the Mormons almost invariably 
elect their own friends and clinnh 
iiii'iiilii rs. 

I have noticed that several newspa 
p^s take tlw e^round thkt the (lie|MVii- 
tion amonc the people of Utah to re- 
sume the practice of polygamy is srow- 
iug. In justice to those people I want 
to Ray that such Is not the case. The 
Mi)rmiiiis cannot, ai'oorilinir |o their 
•iw'ii creed, consistently enci'iirane pn- 
Irgamv now. Tnio from the dale of 
their revelation (?) on the subject down 
to the time polygatny was declared un- 
lawful Uwy taught it a« a part of their 
retigion and pnt it into practice, but 

after pol j ^.iiiiy was iiiaile a crime hy 
act "f ( ''ingress, and ilie constitntioii- 
ilny el llial law tested in the hi^jhest 
court 10 the land, the church issued a 
manifesto torbidJinK iis future prac- 
tice. Tbey were oompelhad to do this 
by their own creed. One of tlieir foon- 
datiiin (lii.'Iriiies is ilial, first of all. 
they lir.isl siihiiiit themselves to the 
temporal power. .Mr. lioherts ocriipied 
a very proiiiiiicut phu-e in the i hurch, 
and the other leaders certainly kno«r it 
if he is now, in the face of the law made 
by the Mormons, and in the face of the 
tnanifesto imieil by tlie church, pr^c- 
ticitit; pnlypiiiiy, ant! if he is ;.;iilty, I 
am 8iirprise<l that Ik- has not Imi^ since 
be'.'ti cx-coiiiinuui(;ated by the chinch. 
Thi.s is, at least, prima hide evidence 
of his innocence.

to fail now . w n! 1 l.e to admit error 
iipoii all foiiiier (iic.isioiis, and initihi 
so eiiemiriijje the Itaders of Moi inonimi 
that ll.oy would seek a repeal of Uw 
now npon the statute book of Utah 
preerribing the penalty for tboae gnilty 
of polygamy. In other words, they 

nii;;ht seek to make the old ctistoip law- 
ful, .so it may ho consii<teutly restored 
•IS a part of their pr.ictice. The clause 
in I'tah's constitution would be a dead 
letter with no penalty {rescribed. 
f'tah is a sovereign Ntate, and what 
could our national gi>verninent do if 
she s!:o.!ld repeal this law? 1 do not 
iiiteiid to intimate that nothiiiL'' could 
he done, but do say, it would j. resent a 
very nice legal questiou. Possibly the 
auti-polygamist laws pasKd by Cob- 
gress when Utah was a Territory were 
uuneceraarily rudicaL I am inclined 
to this Iwlief, but it ia too late now to 
recede. 

The <niestion is asked, "How wouM 
Congress proceed in this niattet? 
There is no contest!" Many newspa- 
pers answer this by referring to Article 
I, Section 5, of tho Ooiistituiion which 
pio\ i le.s that : "Ktich Ionise shall he 
ihe jmlKe of the cli'ctioiis. returns, ami 
i|iialiljeatioiis o( its own iiiemhers," but 
tlie auihorri ol this answer have evi- 
dently not read the Constitution bUely. 
'Iliis clause simply meaas that each 
hoase may judge of the fairness of the 
eh ctioiip, the ri ;riilarity of the returns, 
and of^tlie (pia!i(ic:Uioiis of its mein- 
hers as iiieHsiiied by the reijuiremelits 

of tilt! Coii&l.iution. Tlie Constitution 
i*ays (.VrliclH 1, tSoction 2, second parn 
graph) : ' No |>crson shall lie a Repre 
senlative who hhall have not attained | 
lo the a;ie of twenty-five yearc, and 
Ireeii ,~eveii years a vili/.'^n of the I'ni- 
led .-'^tatep, ami who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of the State 
in which he shall be chosen." Is Mr. 
Rolterts qualiflud under this provision? 
If so, lie cannot rightfully be unseated 
under the cUuisu so frequently referred 
to. 

lint there is aiiotiier i.ro\is'oii in the 
Coiisiitiition which eeenis not only to 
give Congress tlie power bnt the right 
to expel a memlMr, even though he 
may be qualified, and we see no reason 
whv it shonld not he made Use of in 
.Mr. Kolnrls' ca.s<\ Tin- .secoii I piira- 
Loapli I'l Article 1, .Section ."), reads: 
'•E;u h house may demermine the rules 
of its proceedings, punish its ineiulters 
for diaorderiy belwvior, and with the 
concurrence of two-tliinls, expel a 
menilier " 

I am a I'emocrat, but if the charges 
.t^ii'list Mr. Itiip'iiH me line, in Illy 
my jiitl^iueiii .8 a iiiMller »f puhlic 
policy, he shuuid In: iiueeateti witfattut 
a dissenting voice. There are times 
when politics should lie ^nt aside, and 
this is one of itic times. Iiii:i^iiie a 
prjud nation that hH.s just brought to a 
victorious end a war wa^ed for human- 
ity's sake, and to cvtend her great 
eiviliziiioii. ailow'iii}; a polygainist, a 
criniiual, to sit iu her Supreme CoiB- 
cil? 

Of course Cuiigress C'.«uld not, with- 
out nsurpatiuii, seat Mr. Koheits' op;>o- 
iii'i.t. To unseat .Mr. l;.il> M.-. would 
simply create a vacancy to he tilled ill 
the ordinary way. 

I lia\e lead a number of Mr. Roberta' 
writings, and aui well acquainted with 
his standing in Utah. He i.s a man of 
nnusual biiillaiicy and strenxth. He is 
the uiiriv..!etl iirati.r of ihe .\lorlHoii 
church. If an effort is made to unseat 
him his speech in his own defense will 
be worth liearing.

obey from a heii.>e of jiropriety. nor 
from gratitude, but because "it is 
right." Mr. Smith tiien launched into 
a discussion of the prevalent false no 
lion that what is right for one is wrong 
for another, and forcibly illustrated this 
erroneous idea by tie- ( ..iniiion lu lief 
that a private church nieniLcr n;ay do 
many tliiiit:s wiiich his pastor ■ can- 
not. In other words, that the n;le f.ir ' 
the pastor is not the rule for the ini'in- 
ber. This sliding s«ale of "Kifili" has 
no place in life— neither, in the social, 
commercial, political, nor reli|;ions. 
What is right is right, always and 
every where, and we should wljust our 
conduct aceordinjt to KiKhtand not vice 
versa. Between the rij;lit and the wroilK 
there are no _'radations: a tliiiij; cannot 
be more rifht ,>r more wrong; plainly 
stated, whatever is i ijiht is not wrong, 
and whatever is wroni; is not right. 
The right and wrong depend upon no 
circumstance; what is ooce right or 
wrong is always right or wrong. The 
rifrbt and the wrong are often beyond 
the reach of our faculties to discern — 
but tlien we can, if we really .so desire, 
learn our duty as did Daniel, who 
rather than obey the mandate of the 
Median King, Darius, to eat certain 
meata and drink certain wines, and of- 
fer no piaTera lor thirty daya, carried 
the matter to tlie Lord, and when the 
Bight was throu^i prayer made plain, 
preferred tbe lion'a den to a cowardly 
compromise with dutv. Another la- 
mentable example of the double Stan 
dard of morals, is to be f iund in the 
conduct of corporations, that will do 
those things from which indivi<Iuals 
would slirink. This should not be. 
The eternal rule of right was formulat- 
ed before man was created. It is a 
platform upon whteh all mankind must 
stand, the free man and the slave, 
thoae of high and low degree, the min- 
ister in tbe pnlpit, the listener in the 
pew. conitiiunities, states, nations- 
all, all iiiust conform to the inflexible 
rule of ri^ht. 

The lesson to be learneil from the 
sermon, whose forcefnlnes.^ our feeble 
efforts cannot portray, is that as chris- 
tUns we must desire todo that whieh 
is right not only in the sight of man 
but in tbe sight of God. As to what 
Right ia, governments cannot establish 
if, |>oi)«'s cannot proiniil<rale If, 
Iiresbyteries eaniiol pres^-ribe it, asw- 
cialioiis cannot arbitrate it. conferences 
cannot control it; it antedate.'; all 
these, and all these must conform to 
and be measured by tbe eternal and 
unchangeable law created by tbesover- 
eign Arbiter of the world.

planted to the grain that makes the 
stall' of life. It covers ovei -o.liOO acres , 
or lorty scpiare mili s. 

This enormous Held of grain ia located 
on the banks of the >Snn Juan river, 
near tbe town of Clovis. 

While it is true that larger acreages 
of wheat have been planteil by certain 
ranchers in this Stale, there seems to be 
no reionl of an exai t parallel to the 
priseiit (a.-e. On the .Miller A Lux 
laiK ij. ill Kern ctmiity, .'VKIOO were 
planted one year, but the tields were 
scattered about in different places. 
They were really a series of fields, lo- 
cated wherever there was a fertile spot. 
Few of ili(> fields were 2,(HK1 acres, and 
in many instances there wa.s half a 
mile of bare laiifl betweeu them. The 
acreage planted couM not l>e called a 
wheat lield of 60.000 acres any more 
than all the wheat fields in the State 
could be classed under one head. 

Iiniiiense labor is re<iuii>'.! to <-ii!ti 
vate this lieM. .^oppose the liehi v., is 
one iiiiic long, ami the one' man Inel a 
double gang plow cutting a furrow 
twenty-four inches wide. He would 
start at a comer of the field in (iaii 
Francisco and plongli south toward 
San Jose a distance of forty mile!!. 
Then he would come back and cut nu- 
oi her iiiriow to Sail I'l aiiei.seo, making 
eighty miles for the round trip. 

This amount of work would oiilv be 
a tiny scratch four feet wide along one 
side of tbe forty-mile field, and tbe pro- 
cess would have to be repeated at least 
1,;100 times, making: a total distance of 
about lii"),iitKi.
